Although there is no central, reliable source of 
figures, evidence seeas to suggest that a steady trickle of 
QL’s is escaping from the clutches of Sinclair U.S. QL 
hardware and software is featured in the catalogue of every 
dealer associated with the 1/S aachines and more QL users are 
turning up on CompuServe each week. 

Those of us who juaped into the QL pool early are 
beginning to realize the full virtues of this aachine. Tos 
Bent insists, in a front-page editorial in the latest 
SyncWare News, that, with a comparable investeent, the OL is 
superior to the Atari ST and is not afflicted with the systes 
bugs of the crash-prone Amiga (although he concedes the 
points on graphics to the Amiga). 

As we learn to love the QL, Sinclair’s soanclence 
becomes even more frustrating. The brief flurry of activity 
(discounts to dealers, etc.) that seemed to coincide with the 
departure af Nigel Searle from the U.S. operation, has now 
subsided and a rusor has circulated recently that Sinclair 


AS not answering the phone. 


Columnist and programmer Mark Fendrick says that goad 
news is on the way--that Sinclair is about to ‘become acre 
visible in the U.S. aarket, although he is not at liberty to 
Say ore right now. This sounds like a distribution deal is 
in the works. You don’t suppose that Sinclair and Timex. . 
» » No, not even Sinclair would sake THAT sistake twice! 

The combination of the Miracle Systems Modaptor and its 
accoapanying QCODE terminal software (available froe Curry 
Computer) has put the GL on-line ina big way. Any RS232 
modes canbe used with the system which operates at baud 
rates up to 1200. I am using it with a TRS-80 MODEM 1 B which 
I picked up on sale for $49.95, 

Since the GL stores programs as well as text in ASCI! 
code, it is no problem to up and download programs or text. 
In addition, the IMPORT command in Quill {word-processor) 
allows non-Guill formatted text files to be loaded for 
editing. Version 4.0 of QCODE, now being supplied, allows 
incoming data to be SAVEd directly to aicrodrive with a file 
fame you choose, so that aultiple files may be saved on the 
same Cartridge during a single on-line session (up to the 
Capacity of the cartridge, of course). Files say also be 
transmitted directly from microdrive. To ay sind, this is a 
superior system to the use of a RAM buffer. 

Since the sicrodrives are widely perceived as the QL’s 
\Chilles heel, I want to say that I have encountered no 


CBee of trouble with thee other than the occasional bad 


cartridge. The only problea ! have experienced is a single 
bad cartridge. And a little tinkering with the pressure-pad 


spring fixed it. Discs would be nice on the QL but, since it 
would cost at least $300 for an interface and drives, and 
since | find the asicrodrives perfectly reliable, I see no 
reason to spend the aoney yet. Obviously one’s intended 
applications for the coaputer will dictate decisions about 
floppies and aemory expansion. 

When I first acquired ay GL I wrote a quick review for 
these pages in which I was very hard on Quill. | still 
helieve that it has some aajor probleas (there is no way to 
turn justification completely off, for exaaple), but as I 
have used it sore, | have come to be sore satisfied with it 
and believe it is perfectly acceptable for the kind of 
word-processing aost of us do. . 

In these past few months I have done a little 
programming in SuperBASIC and have come to enjoy its 
advantages more. Those of us who made the relatively easy 
transition for 7X81 BASIC to 2068 BASIC gust be prepared to 
nake more substantial changes in our thinking to take 
advantage of the facilities of SuperBASIC. String slicing, 
for instance, one of the auch-praised features of the earlier 
dialects 15 a little different on the GL, and can be quite 
frustrating until one grasps the changes. 

Coercion in the handling of numeric and string data 
makes the STR$ statement unnecessary (thus absent) in 
SuperBASIC: "LET a$=a" makes perfect sense in the new 

nguage.
